Tue delightful Concerts d’7té were commenced last night for a short 
but we will hope a prosperous season. The magnificent coup dil the 
Theatre presents in its interior decorations is a convincing proof that Mr. 
Eliason has not been less profuse in his arrangements for the comfort and 
reception of his patrons than on preceding seasons. The greatest taste 
has prevailed throughout the fittings up of the safons. The lower tier 
of boxes is encircled by beauteous flowers, the effect-of which is very 
pretty and elegant. M. Jullien led the magnificent band, (as effective a 
corps as that of last season, ) and an excellent musical eaife was provided. 
Jullien, who during his recent tour in Ireland selected and arranged some 
Irish airs for a set of quadrilles, which proved extremely popular with the 
ladies of Erin, introduced these last night, and they were received with 
enthusiasm. They cannot fail to become favorites. A M. Dieppo made 
his début in the character of trombone performer, and was as successful 
as he or his friends could wish. Koenig appeared amid cordial greetings, 
and Richardson, the flute-player, was warmly applauded. The house con- 
tained a very large assemblage of fashion. 

HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

Arter the Tragedy of 2tomeo and Juliet at this Theatre last evening, 
was produced The French Spy. This Drama it will be remembered by 
many of our readers, was introduced to the English stage on the boards 
of the Adelphi, a few seasons since when, aided by the talents of Madame 
Celeste, it enjoyed a long continuance of public favor. The incidents it 
contains are so completely adapted to Celeste’s extraordinary powers of 
developement, that we shall not be surprised if it prove as acceptable here 
as it did at the minor house. No actress could wish for a more enthusi- 
astic reception throughout a part than Madame Celeste received last even- 
ing, and no actress could more richly deserve such reception. The scenery 
is beautifull: peiuted, and the storming of Constantine was very admira- 
bly managed. The chorus of the piece would seem to be the same as that 
introduced at the Adelphi. The Drama will be repeated to-morrow. 

- Van Amburgh, the celebrated lion tamer, exhibited his collection of 
trained animals in Tewkesbury last Tuesday, “The most memorable part 
of the exhibition,however,” says The Cheltenham Chronicle, “ yook place 
during the night which succeeded.

of the walls of his prison, and making his exit through two strongly barred. 
doors, he strode from his quarters at the Plough, up High-street, and 
thence into Smith’s-lane, where he tore up a large vine tree growing 
against the house of a respectable widow lady, whose family he greatly 
alarmed, and at a neighbouring cottage he devoured a cask of wash and 
grains, which had been set aside for the pigs. After this he was attracted 
by the pleasant smell of a large brewery, and squeezed himself between 
the walls of a narrow passage which led near it ; he was unsuccessful in 
his attempt to taste the inviting beverage, but tore up some fruit trees, 
and frightened the inmates of the houses around. The police had by this 
time aroused his keepers, who led him back to his quarters.”
